G.S.,R. 837(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (i) of section 124, read with 
sub-section (i) of section 132 of the Major Ports 
Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government 
hereby approves the Mormugao Port Employees 
superannuation and age of Retirement, (First 
Amendment) Regulations, 19*^1 made by the Board 
of Trustees for the Port of Mormugao and set out 
in the Schedule annexed to this Notification. 

2. The said regulations shall come into force on 
the date of publication of this notification in the 
ollicial gazette. 

MORMUGAO PORT TRUST 
SCHEDULE 

AMENDMENT TO MORMUGAO PORT EMP¬ 
LOYEES (SUPERtVNNUATION AND AGE OF 
RETIREMENT), 1974 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 
read with Section 124(1) & (2) of the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Board of 
Trustees of Port of Mormugao, hereby makes the 
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following regulations further to amend the Mormugao 
Port Employees’ (Supeannuation and Age of Retire¬ 
ment) Regulations, 1974, viz : 

(i) These regulations may be called the Mor¬ 

mugao Port Employees (Superannuation 
and Age of Retirement) (First Amend¬ 
ment) Regulations, 1992. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of 

publication in the Gazette of India. 

(1) (i) In Regulation 5, Delete para 1 and 
substitute by the following : 

5. Compulsory Retirement after Attaining age 
of 50|55 years,—Notwithstanding any¬ 

thing contained in these regulations, the 
appropriate authority shall, in cases of 
proved inefficiency, incapacity, misconduct 
and corruption charges, have the absolute 
right to retire an employee of the Board 
by giving him notice of not less than three 
months in writing or pay allowance in lieu 
of such notice. 

(ii) In Regulation 5 add the following Notes 1 & 

2 liclow regulation 5(ii) : 

Note : While taking a decision on the above, the 
appropriate authority shall take a decision on 
the following criteria : 

Port Employees; 

(a) Whose integrity is doubtful; 

(b) Who are found to be ineffective; 

(c) Whose service records for preceding 5 

years have not been found satisfactory 
should be considered for retirement. 

Note : Following employees shall not be considered 
for retirement : 

(a) Who have been promoted to a higher post 

during the prececding 5 years. 

(b) Who would be retiring on superannuation 
within a period of one year from the 

date of consideration of his case. 

2. In Regulation 7 delete regulation 7 and sub¬ 
stitute by the following : 

7. Compulsory Retirement after 30 years ser¬ 
vice.—Notwithstanding anythin conftained 
in Regulation 5, the appropriate authority 
shall, in cases of proved inefficiency, in¬ 
capacity, misconduct and corruption 
charges, have the absolute right to retire 
Such employee, in Class III service or 
post who is not governed by the Board’s 
pension regulations, after he has completed 


thirty years of service by giving him notice 
of not less than three months in writing or 
pay and allowance in lieu of such notice. 

Note 1 ; While taking a decision on the above, the 
appropriate authority shah take decision on 
the following criteria : 

Port employees ; ' 

(a) Whose Integrity is doubtful; 

(b) Who arc found to be ineffective; 

(c) Whose services records for preceeding 5 
years have not been found satisfactory 
should be considered for retirement. 

Note 2 : Following employees shall not be considered 
for retirement : 

(a) Who have been promoted to a higher 

post during the prececding 5 years. 

(b) Who could be retiring on superannuation 
within a period of one year from the 
date of consideration of his case.
